We had that rare and wonderful convergence of business and technology 
visions .

...could deliver the required functionality for $8,000 - including PC, 
gigabytes of storage, scanner, laser printer and all necessary software. 
Today, in fact, it would be an easy matter to even... 
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... What^s happening is that consumers are finding uses for what 

photographers call 'low-res' images - images that are stored as pretty 
small digital files. They're finding these images are plenty good 
enough to drop into desktop-published newsletters and homemade greeting 
cards, to send along with e-mail messages to their friends and coworkers, 
and to use as computer... 
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...retriever or MG-B, instead of flying toasters or robot fish? 

And because these small digital image files can be sent quickly 
via the Net and e-mail, they make it practical for finishers to process the 
customer's film, scan-in the negatives, and instantly send the pictures 
to the customer's Net address. 

How small is small? We're talking...
